Under IC 4-22-2-23, the Indiana Real Estate Commission intends to adopt a rule concerning the following:

OVERVIEW: This rule makes changes regarding the practice of Indiana licensed trainee appraisers. Amends 876 IAC 3-6-9 to
exempt employees of governmental entities in the course of the governmental entities’ activities from the requirements that a
certified or licensed appraiser may not be the supervising appraiser for more than two trainees and that the supervising appraiser
shall accompany the Indiana licensed trainee appraiser and inspect the subject and comparable properties on the first 50 assignments
performed by the trainee and during the first year the trainee holds an active license, all assignments located more than 50 miles from
the supervising appraiser’s office.
